14, 14A and 14B of Central 
Excise Rules, 1944 and Notifications issued thereunder 
from time to time, the following supplementary instruc- 
tions are issued to regulate the removal of tea waste in 
bond for export out of Tndia bv persons other than manu- 
facturers of tea package tea licensed under the Central 
Excise Act and Rules. 

1. These INSTRUCTIONS shall come into force on and 
after the 1st January 1958. 

2. Registration and Approval of Exporter and Storage- 
Premises — (a) A person desirous of availing the facility 
of exporting tea waste in bond shall apply to the Collector 
of Central Excise for approval and allotment of an Ex- 
porter’s Registration number. For this purpose, the Ex- 
porter shall declare sufficient particulars to prove to the 
satisfaction that he has been, or shall be an exporter of 
tea waste out of India. 

(b) The exporter shall declare also whether the tea 
waste shall be exported direct from the garden/factory 
from which it is issued or it will be stored at any inter- 
mediate station after delivery from the garden/factory 
pending export. If latter, he shall declare the full parti- 
culars of the premises godowns. storerooms, work houses 
etc., where he shall store the tea waste pending export 
and shall undertake to make such additions and altera- 
tions thereto as the Collector may require prior to per- 
mitting him use them for storage of tea waste in bond. 

3. Bonds— (a) On the Collector approving the request, 
the intending exporter shall execute a general bond in 
form B.l (Gen. Surety) /B.l (Gen. Security) or B.l (Secu- 
rity). Those who execute individual bonds will be per- 
mitted to obtain removal of tea waste only once in terms 
of the relative bonds which will be discharged on pro- 
duction of proof to the satisfaction of the Collector that 
the tea waste delivered has, in fact, been exported out of 
India. 

(b) Exporters who furnish general bonds in Form B.l 
(Gen Surety) or B.l (Gen. Security) will be permitted to 
obtain removals of tea waste without payment of dutv 
from time to time provided that the amount of bond shall 
not bo permitted to be overdrawn at any time. 

(c) Thp amount of each bond shall be in a sum not less 
than the duty payable on the maximum quantity of tea 
waste likelv to be held by the exporter at any time bet- 
ween the deliverv of tea waste from the place of manu- 
facture and acceptance of proof of export by the Collector. 

(d) Surety for the bonds shall be in the form of a Bank 
guarantee from any of the Scheduled Bank for the full 
amount of the bond. For Bonds B.l (Security) /B.l (Gen. 
Sec.l, thp security shall be in cash, Government Pro- 
missory Notes. National Plan Certificates. Post Office 
Savings Bank Accounts, or Treasury Deposits, In a sum 
not less than half the amount of the bond, duly pledged 
in favour of the Collector. 

(e) Individual B.l bonds shall be signed in presence of 
an officer not below the rank of Superintendent, Central 
Excise. General B.l bonds shall be signed in presence of 
an officer not below the rank of Assistant Collector, All 
bonds relating to removals for export through the port of 
Calcutta shall be accepted bv the Assistant Collector of 
Central Excise. Calcutta II Division, 5, Clive Row, Cal- 
cutta. Bonds shall be signed personally bv the exporter 
himself or, where the exporter is a Company partnership 
firm, etc., by the principal of the Company/flrm or by a 
person holding a general or special power of attorney on 
behalf of firms, corporations, etc.

(f) In the event of insufficiency of the surety or security 
or where the amount of the bond appears to the Collector 
to be inadequate, the Collector may in his discretion de- 
mand a fresh bond and may, if the security furnished is 
not adequate, demand additional security and may revoke 
his approval to the exporter pending execution of such 
fresh bond or furnishing of such fresh security, 

(g) The officer accepting shall intimate the name and 
address of the exporter, the number and date of the bond 
executed and the amount of the bond to the Central Ex- 
cise officer in-charge of the garden/factory from which 
tea waste is to be delivered for export. 

4. Limitations and Penalties — The various conditions 
notified under Rule 12 and published in Appendix XI of 
the Central Excise Manual shall be applicable mutatis 
mutandis to all tea waste removed for export in bond. 
Failure to observe these conditions, specifically those re- 
lating to the time limit within which proof of export must 
be furnished, and overdrawal of the bond account shall 
entail the penalties provided for by Rules 14- A and 14-B, 

5. Application for Export— ( a) An exporter who was 
executed an individual bond which has been accepted, mav 
present his application in form A.R.4, in triplicate, dulv 
countersigned bv the Owner /Manager of the garden/ 
factory from which the tea waste is to be removed, direct 
to the Factory Officer incharge. In addition to the parti- 
culars required by the titling of form A.R.4. the application 
must show also — 

(i) The name and address of garden/factory from 
which removal is to take place. 

(ii) The full name and address of the exporter and 
his Registration Number and Bond number. 

(iii) The place to which the tea waste shall be con- 
signed for storage, if any, pending shipment. 

(b) An exporter who has executed a General Bond which 
has been accepted shall present his application similarlv 
completed to the Assistant Collector, Central Excise, Cal- 
cutta II Division. 

fi. Removal under Individual Bonds—' The factory officer 
will examine the consignment of tea waste with the 
reference to the marks, numbers and weight and any 
other relevant particulars on the application for export 
and if found in order, he shall seal the packages with the 
approved Central Excisp seal. He will then complete the 
certificate of authorising removal and countersign the re- 
lative gate pass and permit the tea waste to be delivered. 
If the tea waste is to be stored en route pending ship- 
ment, the destination to be shown on the gate pass shall 
be the full address of such storage premises. For tea waste 
delivered for direct shipment, the destination shall be 
Port Commissioners' godowns, Tea warehouse etc., as the 
case may be. 

7. Removal under General Bond# — On receipt of the 
application for removal. Assistant Collector, Central Ex- 
cise, Calcutta II Division, shall verify with reference to 
the exporters bond account whether sufficient credit is 
available in terms of the bond to cover the dutv due on 
tea waste sought to be exported and, if so endorse all 
copies of the application to the following effect over his 
seal and signature : 

“Credit available in bond account. 

Allow removal”. 

and return all copies to the applicant to be presented be- 
fore the factory officer inoharge of the garden/factorv 
from which tea waste is to be delivered after counter- 
signature bv the Owner /Manager of the garden/factorv 
The procedure to be followed bv the Factory Officer will 
be identical to that for removals under Individual Bonds. 

8. Disposal of Amplication Forms — After removal, the 
Factory Officer shall call unon the applicant to complete 
Col. 11 of the Form A.R.4 where applicable and return the 
original and the duplicate copies to the exporter. In the 
case of tea waste delivered for shipment direct he shall 
send the triplicate to the Assistant Collector of Central Ex- 
cise in whose charge the factory of removal is situated and 
in all other cases to the Assistant Collector of Central 
Excise, Calcutta II Division. 

9. Export, of Tea Waste— < Consignment? of tea waste de- 
livered for direct export shall be presented bv the ex- 
porter to the Customs Officer supervising shipment to- 
gether with the original and duplicate copies of applica- 
tion in form A.R.4 besides following such other procedural 
requirements as the Collector of Customs mav prescribe. 
The Customs Officer supervising shipment shall after the 
tea waste has been exported, complete the certificate of 
export on both copies and return the duplicate to the ex- 
porter forwarding the original to the Assistant Collector 
concerned through the Custom House. 
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10. Presentation of Proof of Export — After completion 
of export, the exporter shall present the duplicate copy 
of A.R.4 bearing the Customs Officer's certificate of ex- 
port to the Assistant Collector, Central Excise, Calcutta 
II Division together with a request to cancel the relative 
individual bond or to allow credit in the general bond 
account. II the Assistant Collector finds that the particulars 
and the certificate of export on the duplicate tally in all 
respects with those on the original copy of A.R.4 received 
through the Custom House, he shall admit proof of ex- 
port and discharge the Individual bond /allow credit in 
the running bond account of the exporter under intima- 
tion to him. 

11. Storage of Tea Waste Pending Export — The exporter 
shall give timely notice of arrival of tea waste for storage 
pending export to the Assistant Collector, Central Excise, 
Calcutta II Division, who will thereunder depute an offi- 
cer to check and take account of the consignment, pend- 
ing such check, the consignment shall be kept separately 
from all other tea waste held in storage. The officer shall 
compare the number, description and contents of package 
by sampling, where necessary, and if satisfied that the tea 
maste correspond to the description given on the A.R.4/ 
Gate Passes endorse these documents as follows over his 
dated signature. 

Check and allowed entry. Accounted for under entry 
No in Part I account, 

12. Blending and Processing in Storage — The exporter 
may on request to the Assistant Collector, Calcutta II Divi- 
sion, be permitted to sort, separate, pack and re-pack tea 
waste stored pending export. In each case, the goods 
sought to be processed, packed etc., shall be presented for 
check and identification to the warehouse officer deputed 
bv the Assistant Collector, Central Excise, Calcutta II 
Division both before and after processing. 

13. Accounts— Accounts of all arrivals for storage, pro- 
cessing. if any, and deliveries for export shall be main- 
tained in the proforma accounts appended to these instruc- 
tions*. Where tea covered by one or more A.R.4’s is sorted 
blended, packed or re-packed, the warehouse officer shall 
endorse on both the relative copies of A.R.4 and the entries 
in part I/II account as the case may be the particulars of 
operations performed, the duration of operations and the 
new marks, numbers etc. affixed to the packages into 
which the tea has been finally made up. 

14. Deliveries for Export— fa) When delivering the tea 
waste from the approved storage for export, the exporter 
shall give notice of removal to the Assistant Collector, 
Central Excise, Calcutta II Division, who will depute an 
officer to examine the goods and supervise removal. The 
officer shall examine the packages with reference to the 
covering A.R.4’s and accounts and if found in order, en- 
dorse both copies of the relative A.R.4s as follows: — 

“Allowed to be delivered from the approved storage 

between hrs, on and 

hrs. on for export”. 

(b) The exporter shall present the tea waste to the 
Custom Officer supervising shipment. Further procedure 
for endorsements of A.R.4s, furnishing proof of export and 
adjustment of bond accounts and cancellation of bonds 
shall be the same as for removals for export direct ex- 
garden/factory, 

15. Fees Payable— Each approved exporter who desires 
to store tea waste prior to export shall be required to pay 
supervision fees for attendance of the officer to check and 
take account of his goods arriving, stored and processed 
in and delivered from, the approved storage at the rate 
of Re. 1 per hour subject to a minimum of Rs. 5 on each 
occasion. These rates are to be doubled in respect of 
supervision between the hours of 6 p.m. and 6 a.m. 

16. Nothing in this procedure shall apply where the tea 
waste sought to be cleared is denatured prior to delivery 
from the factory by addition of — 

(a) 5 per cent of Potash Alum by weight, 

or (b) 5 per cent of Epsom Salt by weight. 

or (c) 5 per cent of Anhydrous Sodium Sulphate by 
weight. 

or (d) 5 per cent of Soda Ash by weight, 
under proper excise supervision. 

17. Exporters who hold stocks of non-duty paid tea 
waste previously removed for export from licensed fac- 
tories on the date this procedure come into force, shall 
either account for their stocks in hand by export or clear- 
ance on payment of duty before that date or abide by the 
new procedure by executing fresh bonds on or before 31st 
December 1957. failing which appropriate penal action 
will be taken.

(iv) a person of Indian Origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan with the intention of permanently settl- 
ing in India. 

Note 1 — The appointment of candidates in categories (iii) 
and (iv) above will be subject to the issue of certificates of 
eligibility in their favour by the Government of India, The 
certificate of eligibility in respect of candidates belonging to 
category (iv) will be valid only for a period of one year 
from the date of his appointment beyond wdiich he would 
be retained in service only if he has become a citizen of 
India. Certificates of eligibility will not, however, be neces- 
sary in the case of candidates belonging to any one of the

uary 1958, and who continue to serve in such 
offices; or (d) who have been appointed as Steno- 
graphers in the scale of Rs, 160—10 — 330 on the 
results of tests already held by the Union Public 
Service Commission. 

(B) There will be no upper age limit for persons who 
were employed in the Secretariat and Attached Offices as 
Stenographers in the scale of Rs. 160 — 10 — 330 on' the 1st 
January, 1955, and who continue to be so employed. 

The upper age limit in all the above cases will be further 
relaxed : — 

(a) Upto a maximum of 5 years if a candidate belongs 
to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe.

— (i) ‘Brevet Elemeritaire’, (ii) ‘Brevet d’ Enseigne- 
ment Primaire de Langue Indienne’, (iii) ‘Brevet 
D’ etudes du Premier Cycle’, (iv) Brevet D' en- 
seignement Primaire Superieur de langue 
Indienne’, and (v) ‘Brevet de Langue Indienne 
(Vernacular)’; 

(h) the Higher Education Test of the Indian Navy; 

(i) Tenth Class Certificate from the Technical Higher- 
Secondary School of the Delhi Polytechnic; 

(j) Tenth Class Certificate from a Higher Secondary 
School in Delhi/Simla; 

(k) Junior examination of the Jamia Millia Islamia, 
Delhi, in the case of bona fide resident students of 
the Jamia only; 

(l) Bengal (Science) School Certificate; 

(m) the Anglo-Vernacular School Leaving Certificate 
(Burma) with eligibility for University course; 

(n) the Burma High School Final Examination Certi- 
ficate with eligibility for University course; 

(o) European High School Examination held by the 
State Governments; 

(t>) Ceylon Senior School Certificate Examination; 

(q) School Leaving Certificate Examination of the 
Government of Nepjl; 

(r) T. S. “DufFerin” FinEl Passing out Certificate; 

(s) Post War School Leaving Certificate of Burma; 

(t) Certificate granted by the East Bengal Secondary 
Educational Board, Dacca;

The appointments wil be made 
on trial for a year- in the first instance. Their continuance 
thereafter will depend on the availability of vacancies. 

21. The scale of pay is Rs. 160—10 — 330. 

22. Candidates appointed on the results of this examina- 
tion will ordinarily have to serve at the Headquarters of 
the Central Government but may be required to serve 
anywhere in India and also in Indian Missions abroad.

Candidates will be given two dictation tests, one at 120 
words per minute, for seven minutes and another at 100 
words per minute for ten minutes which they will be re- 
quired to transcribe in 45 and 50 minutes respectively. 

2. Candidates who satisfy the minimum qualifying stand- 
ard in the dictation at 120 words per minute will rank 
above the candidates who obtain the same standard in the 
dictation at 100 words per minute; persons in each group 
being arranged inter-se in order of their merit as disclosed 
by the aggregate marks awarded to each candidate. 

. 3. All question papers must be answered in English. 

4. Candidates must write the papers in their own hand. 
In no circumstances will they be allowed the help of an 
amanuensis (scribe) to write down answers for them. 

5. The Commission have discretion to fix qualifying marks 
in any or all subjects at the examination. 

6. From the marks assigned to candidates in each subject, 
such deduction will be made as the Commission may con- 
sider necessary in order to ensure that no credit is allowed 
for merely superficial knowledge.
